Speaking of Senatorial reconsideratio 
in ead aay that the repeal of the alphabetical 
amendment of the constitution has got beyond ac- 
cident for the present year; and goes to the next 
Legislature. r suppose a great many good peo- 
le think this a triumph of ‘‘free ignorance, as 
i . Haven thinks the divorce bill an indication of 
a tendency to “free lust”; but I am satisfied that 
the more it is debated the more reasonable it will 
appear. Mr. Monroe offered an insidious amend- 
ment, providing that the test should be capacity 
to read the constitution, but not necessarily in the 
English or any other language. Mr. Holden sug- 
gested that if this plan were adopted the resolve 
should be amended so as to require the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth, upon the adoption of the 
amendment, to cause to be sent to each city and 
town a sufficient number of copies of the consti- 
tution, printed in all the known languages, to 
supply the various officers whose duty it now is 
to preside at State elections, and thereafter it 
shall be held as part of the law that no person 
shall be deemed eligible to the office ot selectman 
or warden unless he can read the constitution in 
any tongue now, heretofore or hereafter spoken 
or written anywhere upon the face of the globe, 
This was an excellent reductio ad absurdum. t 
evident that we should have to institute evening 
schools for selectmen in every precinct, not only 
for free-drawing but for the dead languages. The 
Oriental society would become a living institution. 
What if Baboo Keshub Chunder Sen should take 
up his residence in one of our mountain villages, 
or in the new town of Gay Head, and should in- 
sist on reading the constitution in his native lan- 
guage? Would not the selectmen of Savoy or the 
great men of the Indian town be somewhat dis- 
turbed by the question of his eligibility ‘—The 
park bill has passed both branches, requiring a 
vote of two-thirds of the people of Boston, which 
it is not likely to get.—Mr. Stockbridge intends 
to resist the Speaker's ruling as to the agricultu- 
ral college, principally on the point that the col- 
lege is not a private but a public institution, and 
aid to it is business of a public and not of a private 
nature. I am inclined to think, however, that 
this point will not stand fire. Atany rate, itis very 
unlikely that the House will reverse the decision. 
The main purpose of the decision was, of course, 
to prevent the bringing in, over and over again, of 
rejected and disposed-ot business. And so loose 
is the practice of referring subjects and reporting 
them that there needs some stringency of ruling, 
or there will never be an end of legislation. The 
public have a right to know some time or other 
that there is an end of a pending question. As it 
now is, no man who is in any way interested, 
even as a mere tax-payer, in public affairs, has 
any security in going to bed at night, much less 
in leaving the State tor twenty-four hours. Ie 
may find a railroad company chartered to run 
through the L of his house betore he can get back 
from New York. Only when the two houses are 
finally prorogued can any man sleep the sleep of 
innocence and security. If the age of vetoes had 
not unfortunately passed by, we should be a little 
safer in this respect.

MINOR MATTERS. 

Tue Census or 1870.—The ninth census of 
the United States will commence next Wednes- 
day, and by the first of November the enumera- 
tion, not only of persons, but of industries and so- 
cial statistics, will be complete in the office of the 
Departmentat Washington. We shall then know 
how the nation has grown within the past ten 
years. We know by that of 1560 what ten years 
of peace can produce. We are now to learn our 
capabilities, stimulated by five years of war and 
its huge exactions. The result will be most sug- 
gestive. The machinery of the census is very ex- 
tensive, requiring a personal visit of an ‘‘assistant 
marshal’’ to each dwelling-house and every fami- 
ly, every farm, mill, shop and mine, and the indi- 
vidual interrogation of millions, each of whom 
probably thinks it an impertinence, but over 
whose head a fine of thirty dollars hangs in case 
of any squeamishness about answering. It is a 
matter of two cents a head to the man with the 
book and pencil, and he has taken an oath to get 
those two cents, and not to speculate for more by 
putting down names which have no existence or 
local habitation. It is thought that this census 
will show that, as a nation, we have grown faster 
in wealth, industry and population than in any 
preceding decade of our history, while the devel- 
opment of our mineral resources and means of 
communication are estimated to be equal to the 
growth of any twenty previous years. In case 
this should prove true, it would show a wonderful 
Vitality and elasticity of which we may well be 
proud.

‘Two sons, Nathaniel 
Parker Willis, the poet, and Richard Storrs Wil- 
lis, followed the profession of their father and 
grandfather, and one of his daughters, Mrs. Par- 
ton, is well known as an author and a lively news- 
paper writer.

OR, WHAT IS WRITTEN FROM BOSTON. 
(To the Worcester Spy.j 
THE TABLES TURNED. 

The attacks on free thought in Boston have 
been very lively and much more entertaining than 
they used to be when the opponents struck out 
wiidly, having never heard or read the men and 
books they denounced. Dr. McCosh was capti-. 
vating with his enthusiastic dogmatism, his firm 
belief that the first chapters of Genesis are in 
perfect harmony with the discoveries of modern 
science, his denunciations of Hegel as a charla- 
tan; his animated and hearty tearing to pieces of 
offenders whom he called Conte, Emerson, Par- 
ker, and so on; his broad Scotch speech, his 
beautiful silver hair, his tun flashing out in un- 
expected places, and his emphatic and impatient 
gestures helping out his meaning when even the 
most vigorous words seemed unequal to the ex- 
pression of his ardent feelings. I think free- 
thinkers enjoyed him quite as much as the Meth- 
odist students whom he particularly addressed. 
The New Englander, too, has taken up Boston the- 
ology in its book-notices, and makes fun of it in 
| the most rollicking way; it began in January 
with Dr. Hedge’s book on Traditions of the He- 
brew World, of which it gave the most ridicu- 
| lous account imaginable; and in the April num- 
ber Mr. Alger is the object of its ridicule; it 
quotes from one of his sermons, and fairly gasps, 
“Is the brain of Boston softening?” All this is 
good for free-thought. Hearty thwacks and fun 
that is not malicious never did harm anything real- 
ly alive and vigorous. The New Englander has 
a bright notice of Rev Mr. Murray’s sermons. 
I: says, “A bold hand and quick eve, art in throw- 
ing the bait, tenacity in holding on to the prey, a 
little rashness in shooting the rapids of argument, 
and a dash too much of foam in the rhetoric, but 
a knack at coming out high and dry, safe and 
sound, and a real love and tender charity for the 
victims of his skill—these qualities have not de- 
; serted him when he has foilowed higher game.” 
The notice is flattering, though calling parishioners 
“victims of his skill” is a rather questionable com- 
pliment to a pastor. 

DEAF-MUTE INSTRUCTION. 

One of the public schools here is for deaf and 

dumb children. It was established last autumn, 
and the results of the six months’ teaching are 
encouraging to the teachers and astonishing to 
outsiders. There are between thirty and forty 
pupils, girls and boys, from six years old to six: 
teen. Some were born deaf and dumb, some be- 
came so while they were mere babies, and a few had 
learned to talk, and to read a little, before they lost 
their hearing. A few of them have received in- 
struction previously at Hartford, or some other 
institution, but a large majority came to this 
echool knowing not even their letters, and having 
no means excepting natural signs of communi- 
cating with each other. Here signs are not al- 
lowed, and the children are taught to articulate. 
The method of instruction is very interesting, 
and must require almost superhuman patience in 
the teachers First, the alphabet is thoroughly 
taught. With a large chart on one easel, and a 
blackboard on another, the teacher begins with 
those unfortunate pupils who cannot hear a sound 
she makes. She points to a letter, A, forinstance, 
and says it over and over again, showing the 
children how the lps form it, placing their fin- 
gers on her throat that thev may feel the organs 
there and the motion when she articulates the let- 
ter: showing them how to fill their lungs, and to 
make a sound; then the letter is written in its va- 
rious forms, capital, small, writing and printing; 
| and go letter after letter is taught until the alphabet 
is mastered. Then come sbort words and sentences 
taught in the same slow, patient way. There is 
nothing more interesting or more touching than 
to watch a lesson given to one of these children. 
The eagerness in the young taces, the strained at- 
tention, the whele soul in the eyes, which are 
fixed with almost paintul intentness upon the 
teacher's lips; the struggle for speech; the pas- 
sionate delight at success, when the teacher says 
| “right,” are strangely pathetic. Itseemsas ifsome 
| peculiar character were needed tor such teaching, 
| and this school is fortunate in its teachers. Hav- 
' ing once seen this school, itis impossible to for- 
| get it; and one goes to it again and again to as- 
sure one’s selt that itis real, that it is no tale of 
magic, but that such wonders are really done by 
the enthi siasm, devotion, patience and sweetness 
of tour young ladies who give their hearts to 
these unfortunate children.

The | 
vote was taken, and it looked as though the whole 
Conference arose in the affirmative. When the 
negative was called, fourteen members arose, 
The gentleman turned to Bro. Lewis and said, 
‘That is an instance of the morally sublime; those 
men are honest.’ Bro. Lewis at that time was 
not a convert to abolitionism, but was under con- 
viction, and afterwards became a sound convert 
and a successful lecturer on slaverv, as thousands 
could testify, both in the West and in the East. 
What effect the scene had on the gentleman by | 
his side [do not know further than was expressed 
at the time. 

Hon. J. G. Birney was then editing the Philan- 
thropist, an abolition paper in Cincinnati. In 
chroniclirg the event of that occasion he called 
the negative voters the “glorious fourteen.”
